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This is the third publication to be issued by Unesco on educational periodicals, An International list of 
educational periodicals was published in 1957 as issue no, 23 in the series Educational Studies and 
Documents’), This comprehensive listing of the world's educational periodicals was compiled jointly by 
Unesco and the Educational Press Association of America, It gives bibliographical information - title, 
publisher and address, editor, date founded, frequency, circulation, average number of pages and price - for 
some 3,500 educational periodicals from 79 countries and territories. A guide to indexes of articles appearing 
in educational periodicals was also published in 1957 under the title Access to current literature on education 
through periodical indexes (Fducation Abstracts, vol. 1X, no. 1, January 1957). 

These publications resulted in a demand from education documentation centres in several countries, 
especially from new centres which are being set up with the collaboration of Unesco, for more detailed 
information as to the content of educational periodicals. The present publication is an attempt to respond to 
this interest, It describes the contents of journals selected from 65 countries and territories as a guide for 
education documentation centres and other interested bodies to journals which may be of special interest to 
them or to uhich they may wish to subscribe. 

Although the journals selected include many which are essentially national in coverage, all of them are of 
interest to an international audience and those of purely local appeal have been omitted, 

The bibliographical entries give the title of the periodical, place of publication, date founded and frequency 
of publication. The name of the publisher has been given either in the bibliographical entry or in the text 
when it has been judged useful for ready reference. 

The abstracts have been prepared by the Secretariat of Unesco, Where possible, the aims of the journal are 
stated, and an indication is given as to the level of the intended audience, as well as a description of an 
average issue and titles of recent special issues. Languages of the journals have been indicated when 
separate language editions are issued, when the journal is bilingual, when summaries of the articles are given 
in other languages, and when the table of contents is translated into other languages. Otheruise it may be 
assumed that the journal is in the language of the title. 

This issue must be regarded as a first step towards a full coverage of education journals of international 
interest; owing to space limitations it has not been possible to increase the number of periodicals described. 
The Secretariat hopes however, to publish a further selection at a future date and would request the various 
countries to supply the names of any journals which they consider should be included,

To date, 
special issues have been devoted to the teaching of 
science, fundamental education, adult education, 
the teaching of Spanish in America, and technical 
education, 

Other issues of a general nature contain 
articles on various educational subjects written by 
education officials and specialists or by members 
of the Division of Education of the Pan American 
Union, 

Three sections, under the heading "La 


Educaci6én en America", "Noticias y Comentarios", 
and "Libros y Revistas", make up a substantial 
part of each issue. ‘La Educaci6n en America" 


reports, by country, information on educational 
developments, new institutions, conferences and 
meetings of interest to these countries. ''Noticias 
y Comentarios" contains accounts of various 
educational activities, such as the meetings of 

the Ministers of Education, a course on educational 
administration and supervision for Bolivian rural 
School teachers, etc.; it also includes news of the 
Pan American Union and Unesco activities in 
education. Occasionally, items concerning other

The fact that the 
Ministry of Education and the teachers! associa- | 
tions also contribute makes it fully representative _ 
of educational thought and research in Denmark, 
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Each issue contains four or five articles by 
leading educationalists, research workers and 
teachers. Book reviews are carried and 
recent literature available in the State Pedagogi- 
cal Library is regularly listed. Conferences and 
courses both in Denmark and abroad are brought 
to the reader's attention. 

38, Folkeskolen. Kgbenhavn, 1883- 
Weekly. 


Published by the Danish Primary School Teachers' 
Association, this is one of the oldest educational 
journals in Denmark. The content is aimed at 
informing teachers about recent developments 

with regard to school reform, educational legisla- 
tion and teacher status. Usually one or two 
articles in each issue discuss curricula and 
methods, and a column is devoted to education 
abroad. Books are reviewed, as is school 
broadcasting. News about teachers' conferences 
and meetings is regularly given. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


39. Revista de Educaci6n. Cuidad Trujillo, 
Secretaria de Estado de Educaciin y Bellas 
Artes, 1927- Annual, 





Concerns all aspects of education in the 

Dominican Republic from educational laws and 
decrees and formal in-school education to adult 
education, literacy programmes, teacher training, 
rural education, psychology, religion, etc. Also 
contains notes on educational developments in 

other countries reproduced from the Bulletin of 

the International Bureau of Education. 


ECUADOR 


40. Boletin de Orientaci6n Educativa. Quito, 
Ministerio de Educacién Pitblica, 1956- 
6 issues a year. 





The bulletin is intended to keep teachers in Ecuador 
informed of developments in education and to give 
guidance and suggestions for improving work in the 
Schools. Contains articles on educational theory 
and practice. 


4l, Educacién. Revista de la educaci6én primaria. 
Quito, Ministerio de Educaci6n Piblica, 
Seccién de Extensi6n Cultural y Publicaciones. 
6 issues a year. 


Deals with various aspects of education at the 
primary level and primary teacher training. A 
‘brief notes' section records both national and 
international educational developments. 





Revista Ecuatoriana. Quito, Ministerio de 
Educaci6n Piblica y Servicio Cooperativo 
Interamericano de Educaci6n, 1956- 

6 issues a year. 





This journal reappeared in August 1957 having 
temporarily ceased publication shortly after its 
creation. Designed to help Ecuadorian teachers 
in their work, it contains articles on textbook 
production, school health programmes, audio- 
visual aids, school libraries, etc. , as well as 
notes on new developments in education in 
Ecuador. 


43. Revista Ecuatoriana de Educacién. Quito, 
Casa de la Cultura Ecuatoriana, 1948- 
Irregular. 





Each issue is devoted to a single topic. Articles 
in the last three issues have been grouped around 
the following subjects: silent reading tests, 
application of tests in the primary school in 
Ecuador, and school inspection. 


EGYPT 
44, Majallat at-Tarbiyah al-Hadithah. (Journal of 


Modern Education). Cairo, American 
University, 1928- Quarterly. 





Contains articles by leading educationalists on the 
philosophy and history of education. With regard 
to school education articles have been published on 
the réle of hobbies in the process of learning, 
school life, school excursions as an educational 
tool, etc. Such topics as psychology in the service 
of the home, young delinquents, vocational 
psychology, the relation between linguistic skills 
and scholastic achievements have also been treated. 
Other articles have discussed adult education, 
school societies and methods of teaching. These 
have followed lines of general principle or have 
described or criticized local situations. Those 
dealing with school co-operatives and school 
broadcasting have drawn on experience gained 
abroad, mainly in the schools of the United States 
of America and western Europe.

articles of interest to parents and teachers such 
as selection for the secondary school, parents' 
education, etc.; gives summary reports of 
regional conferences and of the work of research 
committees. Some of the topics are approached 
from the professional point of view while others 
are of general popular interest. 


47, Sahifat at-Tarbiyah. (Journal of Education). 
Cairo, Association of the Graduates of 
Institutes of Education, 1948- Quarterly. 





Contains articles of general interest in the field 
of education, with emphasis on education in 
Egypt; articles dealing with education in the 

Arab countries and systems of education else- 
where; accounts of experiments conducted in 
Egypt and in other countries for the purposes of 
reform, whether of education in general or of 
teaching and teaching methods in the various 
school subjects (languages, social sciences, 
science, art, etc. ); articles on the use of 
teaching aids including audio-visual material; 
studies of specific problems which arise in 
connexion with classroom teaching and other 
problems of school administration; the school 
curriculum; occasional book reviews; articles 
tracing the development of educational policy in 
Egypt and discussing the principles underlying the 
need for reform; texts of laws emanating from 
such reforms of educational policy; articles in 
the field of educational psychology and on such 
other specific topics as school libraries, rural 
education, fundamental education.

seminars. Brief summaries of the principal 
articles are given in English. 

The journal is published jointly by the 
Jyvaskyld Training College and the Union of Finnish 
Primary School Teachers.

Helsinki, 





Published by the Finnish Education Association, 
the regular issues of this journal contains from 
six to eight articles on teaching methods, teacher 
training, and the various aspects of secondary 
education. Also included are reports of 
education associations in Finland and, from time 
to time, articles on education in other countries. 

There is a book review section and a short 
section giving news of educational activities. The 
principal articles are summarized briefly in 
English. 


FRANCE 
50. Les amis de Sévres. Sévres, Centre inter- 


national d'études pédagogiques, 1948- 
Quarterly. 





This periodical is published by the Centre 
international d'études pédagogiques, a government 
service having a dual purpose: to co-ordinate the 
work of French educationists and teachers and to 
circulate information received from teaching 
circles abroad. 

It is intended to be read by French and foreign 
teachers, and contains reports, articles and 
information on congresses, seminars and symposia 
on psychology, pedagogy, sociology, education and 
international understanding, held either at Sévres 
or elsewhere; it publishes information about the 
life and work of the Centre and news, reports and 
notices about education. 

A considerable portion of practically every 
issue is devoted to some special subject, such as 
Buddha and Buddhism", "Know India", ''Doctors 
and Teachers", "International Understanding", 
"Two important questions in education: theatre 
and youth", "Adult Education", etc. This periodica 
also contains articles on the problems of education 
in various countries, pedagogy and psychology. 
Each issue contains an article by some foreign 
teacher or educationist and extracts from articles 
or news items appearing in Unesco publications. 








51. Bulletin de liaison. Paris, Institut pédagogiqé 
national, Centre francais d'études et d'infor- 
mation sur l'éducation de base, 1953- 

6 issues a year. 
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This bulletin is published jointly by the French 
Ministry of Education, the Ministry for French 
Overseas Territories, and the Commission of the 
French Republic for Education, Science and 
Culture. It is designed for all people in the 
French overseas territories working in the field 
of fundamental education and interested in the 
various problems connected therewith. 

The first part of the bulletin consists of two 
or three articles (or sometimes, extracts from 
articles, or reprinted articles) by specialists in 
fundamental education, scientific research or 
medicine. 

The second part consists of two sections, 
entitled: 'News from France and overseas" and 
"Reading List'’ respectively. The first contains 
reports of meetings, commissions, educational 
experiments and broadcasts on educational 
subjects; the second, a list of books and articles 
on fundamental education, accompanied, in most 
cases, by abstracts. 

Some numbers of the bulletin contain a 
section called ''Fundamental Education in the 
World", reviewing research done on this subject 
in foreign countries. 

Many of the articles and items of information 
are taken from the Unesco quarterly, Fundamental 
and Adult Education, with which the bulletin 
maintains close contacts. It also prints trans- 
lations of articles published in the Community 
Development Bulletin (University of London 
Institute of Education). 








52. Cahiers pédagogiques pour l'enseignement du 
second degré. Paris, 1945- 8 issues a 
year. 





This review deals with the social, cultural and 
pedagogical problems of secondary education, 
and provides a forum for teachers to pool 
opinions and experience. It caters for all 
teachers working in state secondary educational 
institutions, from the ''grammar school" to the 
apprenticeship centre. 

Most issues deal entirely with one subject, 
such as oral tests; languages and the modern 
school; the crisis of youth; geography teaching; 
the teaching of French. 

Other issues deal with a variety of subjects. 
They often contain ''book reviews", a ''readers' 
letters" section with articles and letters from 
readers of the Cahiers, and a "this month's 
news" section giving miscellaneous news items 
about such events as educational seminars. 


53. Le courrier de la recherche pédagogique. 
Paris, Institut pédagogique national, 
1954- Irregular. 





This bulletin serves as a link between individual 
research workers and educators interested in the 
improvement of teaching methods. 

It publishes the replies received by the 


Educational Research Department of the National 
Institute of Education to questionnaires sent round 
to educators specially interested in teaching work 
and teaching problems. It also prints concise, 
detailed, practical information, based on these 
replies, about current research and experiments 
in teaching: aims, scope, techniques and methods 
used, results obtained, 

Subscribers to ''Education nationale" receive 
this bulletin free of charge, on request. 


54. Documents pour la classe. Moyens audio- 
visuels. Paris, Institut pédagogique 
national, 1956- 26 issues a year, 





The aim of this review is to provide primary 
school teachers with information and advice on how 
to make the best use of audio-visual aids as part 
of the regular apparatus for class work. Every 
issue contains documentary material to supple- 
ment and illustrate the television and radio 
programmes for schools, with the time-tables of 
these programmes. Subjects treated are not 
necessarily confined to those covered by the 
school curricula, but may also relate to current 
events. 

This review, it should be stressed, is 
designed both for teachers equipped with audio- 
visual aids (projectors, television sets) and for 
those without such equipment. 


55. L'éducation nationale. 
pédagogique national, 1944- 


Paris, Institut 
Weekly. 





This review is designed to provide teachers with 
information on all current problems concerning 
education in France, and to improve teachers' 
general knowledge by articles on subjects such as 
science, literature, art, economics and so on 

as well as on education. 

It consists of two parts, entitled: (1) Educa- 
tion in France and in the world"; (2) "Cultural 
and Teaching Media". 

The first part contains articles by university 
professors, inspectors-general, etc. on school 
problems, educational life and teaching methods; 
and includes a section on "Personal experience", 
to which teachers contribute; and one on "Social 
life''. The ''News of Education" section contains 
"News of the Academies"; "News in Brief" 
(general and administrative notes); articles on 
education abroad, and a calendar of the exhibitions 
and conferences organized at the National Institute 
of Education. The first part of the review some- 
times also contains statistics and sections such 
as ''Open Forum", "Seen in the Press", and so on. 

The second part contains articles and notes on 
cultural and educational media: theatre, music, 
science, exnibitiuns, filmstrips, film libraries, 
the cinema (with notes on films and film reviews), 
radio and television; also large sections on: 
"Review of reviews", ''Books'', and "Speci ‘ized 
Books", with bivliographical abstracts. 








56. Revue de l'école nouvelle francaise. Paris. 
1951- Monthly. 





''The purpose of the new type of French school is 
to advice and spread a new sort of genuine 
education, designed solely to further the child's 
physical, moral and spiritual development, to 
give schools a life of their own, to give children 
discipline combined with freedom, and to trans- 
form the classroom into a real children's 
community. " 

The periodical publishes articles on the 
principles of the new type of education, group 
work, and practical environment studies at 
primary and secondary level. 

Each number concentrates on some special 
subject; and has a short section reserved for 
news of the new school movement and biblio- 
graphical notes. 


57. Revue de l'enseignement supérieur. Paris, 
Ministére de l'éducation nationale, Direction 
de l'enseignement supérieur, 1956- 
Quarterly. 





The purpose of this review is to tell readers what 
services the universities are able to perform. It 
forms a link between the various university 
departments, faculties and institutes in France. 

In addition to articles, it publishes an admini- 
strative section (containing official documents 
such as government texts, decrees or orders, 
results of competitive university examinations, 
etc. ); and a section devoted to news of higher 
education activities (missions, visits, lectures, 
congresses, research, discoveries). 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 


58. L'éducation africaine. Dakar, 1912- 
4 to 5 issues a year. 





L'éducation africaine is published by the Service 
pédagogique of the Direction générale de l'enseigne- 
ment in Dakar and is sent to all public education 
establishments in French West Africa. Its aim is 
to keep the schools informed of new educational 
laws and decrees, official requirements for 
examinations and other information of an admini- 
strative nature; it also gives lesson plans, 
teaching aids and general information to help the 
teacher (mainly at the secondary level). 

One issue a year is devoted to the discussions 
and results of the annual educational conferences. 
Topics studied in recent years have been the 
teaching of French in the primary school, the 
teaching of arithmetic, and the réle and importance 
of observation. 





GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 


59. Pudagogik. Berlin, Deutsches Pudagogisches ° 


Zentralinstitut, 1947- Monthly. 


Intended principally as a guide for teachers, the 
regular issues of this journal follow a standard 
pattern. Following the editorial comment, are 
two or three long essays devoted to the philosophy 
and theory of education, or occasionally to bio- 
graphical studies or educators. Part Il is 
composed of critical articles on the philosophical 
and theoretical subject treated in Part I. 

Part III is devoted to surveys of conditions 
affecting various aspects of education and consists 
usually of one fairly long article. A further section 
is devoted to reviews of books on education and 
short bibliographies. 

Until recently the table of contents was given 
in Russian and English as well as German, The 
latest issues contain summaries in Russian and 
English of a few of the principal essays.

While intended primarily as a report on teachers' 
salaries, and teacher status, the journal carries 
news of interest to teachers on a local and world- | 
wide scale and reports educational developments 
in the Federal Republic and elsewhere. 
Contains articles on the theory and philosophy of 
education, reports of discussion groups, and 
items of interest which touch upon all levels of 
education, 

Each issue contains a supplement treating such, 
special subjects as books and teaching aids, youth 
work, teachers' forum, and home and school, The) 
supplements have separate pagination and make up 
a separate volume for each topic each year. 


61. Bildung und Erziehung. Bonn, Pddagogische 
Dokumentations-und Arbeitsstelle, 1948- 
Monthly.

Contains between eight and twelve articles treating 
general principles and practice of teaching and 
learning, educational psychology, and public 
education. Special emphasis is put on comparative 
education, 

Each issue is divided into five sections. The 
first contains essays, the second carries reports 
of congresses, institutions and associations, des- 
criptions of special aspects of educational 
practice both in the Federal Republic and 
abroad. The third part includes news of educations 
activities and brief reports of studies and researc | 
projects. The fourth part carries texts of 
educational laws, regulations, ordinances and 
directives from the different Lander as well as 
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those of the Federal Republic. Each issue ends 
with a section devoted to book reviews. 


62. Welt der Schule. Miinchen, Verlag Ehrenwirth, 
1948- Monthly. 





The regular issues of this journal contain from 
ten to fifteen articles which treat various aspects 
of education in general, The long articles can 
easily be adapted to lesson planning in such sub- 
jects as nature study and geography. Entire 
issues are devoted from time to time toa 
particular subject. 

Each issue contains four pages of pictures 
illustrating the principal article. Brief notes on 
international educational events, and a short book 
review section are regular features, and each 
issue contains sketches of and directions for 
simple paper construction of teaching aids and 
classroom decoration for the nursery and primary 
school levels. 


GHANA 


63. Ghana Teachers' Journal. 


Saltpond, Ministry 
of Education, 1952- 


Quarterly. 





Contains articles on a variety of school problems - 
methods of teaching particular subjects, contents of 
the curriculum, drama as a school technique, 
parent-teacher associations, school welfare, 
school broadcasts, etc. 
Articles of general interest to Ghana are 
published which may be useful to teachers of 
social studies, and the articles on special aspects 
of the curriculum may be used as lesson guides. 
The book review section includes reviews of 
books on education of interest to teachers and 
short reviews of new textbooks.

Other articles have 
dealt with teaching methods in various subjects 
included in the primary and secondary school 
curriculum, technical education, comparative 
Studies in education and descriptions of educational

reports are given of international conferences 
and seminars on teacher training. 
= Stress is laid on the need for more schools 
and more teachers, and for the improvement of 
certain aspects of the educational system. 
Each issue concludes with a section devoted 
to book reviews. 


HONDURAS

Previous issues gave 
information about education in Honduras and 
reported news of regional and international 
conferences of educational interest. 


66. Revista de Educaci6n Primaria.

This journal for primary school teachers in 
Honduras contains articles on inspection, the 
curriculum, lesson plans and time-tables, and 
gives lists of schools and their teachers. Five 
recent issues reproduced the Proyecto de 
Reglamento General de Educaci6n Primaria in 
instalments. 


HUNGARY 


67. Kéznevelés. Budapest, 1945- 
26 issues a year. 


The official journal of the Hungarian Ministry of 
Education, designed to give ideological and 
professional guidance to teachers of the upper 
primary and secondary grades. It consists chiefly 
of articles on methodology as related to specific 
subjects, and teachers are encouraged to contri- 
bute articles from their own experience. Informa- 
tive articles are included on such subjects as 
courses for in-service teacher training and topics 
of general interest. A special section in each issue 
contains foreign educational news, a book review 
section, and a review of current films shown in 
Budapest with an assessment of their educational 
value. ; 

A regular supplement, which must be ordered 
separately, treats the lower primary level of 
teaching. 


68. Pedagdgiai Szemle. 
6 issues a year. 


Budapest, 1951- 








Treats questions related to teaching at all levels 
and discusses problems of the curriculum. Each 
issue is divided into several sections devoted to 
theory and practice of education, the history of 
education, discussion of dissertations, reports 
of meetings of institutes and associations, book 
reviews, and news of educational events, etc. 
Summaries are given also of educational period- 
icals from other countries and some issues 
contain bibliographies of material published either 
in Hungary or in other countries.

In 
addition to the articles, a ''round-up of activities" 
section contains notes on the activities of the 
Ministry of Education, including those connected 
with Unesco's education programme. The section 
"Education Today'', in addition to reporting 
developments in education throughout India, con- 
tains items on educational developments in other 
countries under the heading: The foreign scene. 

From 12 to i4 books (published mainly in 
India and the United Kingdom) are reviewed in 
each issue and an author and subject index is 
provided to 15 of the principal Indian educational 
periodicals. 


71. Indian Education Abstracts. 
Ministry of Education, 1955- 


New Delhi, 
Quarterly. 





The aim of this journal is ''to identify and record 
what is being produced in this country in the field 
of education and allied subjects and... to promote 
its use and encourage research". The journal is 
intended ''to be of use to educationalists, admini- 
strators of education, teacher training institutions 
and research workers in education in India and 
abroad", 
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Each issue contains from 100 to 200 abstracts 
classified under the following headings; Philosophy 
of education, Educational psychology, Tests and 
messages, Examinations, Students and student 
life, Educational and vocational guidance, Teachers’ 
and teacher training, Methods of teaching and 
instructional material, Curriculum teaching and 
teaching of special subjects, Physical and health 
education, Education of the backward and the 
handicapped, Basic education, Elementary 
education, Secondary education, Technical and 
vocational education, Education of women, Higher 
education, Social education and education extension, 
Books, Libraries and library service, Educational] 
conferences and exhibitions and Educational 
problems in special localities. 

The majority of abstracts are of articles 
appearing in over 50 Indian educational periodicals 
(the abstracts are all in English although many of 
the original articles are in Hindi), Other abstracts 
are of educational reports, monographs and 
pamphlets published in India. 

Each entry gives the usual bibliographical 
details and indicates special features such as 
graphs, tables and bibliographies. 


72. Indian Journal of Adult Education. Delhi, 
Indian Adult Education Association, 1939- 
Quarterly. 





This journal concerns adult education and its related 
fields, adult and workers' education, literacy, 
fundamental education, social education, community’ 
development, education of women, and education 
in the management of co-operatives. Most of the 
articles are by Indian authorities, but some authors 
from other countries also contribute. 

Reports of the Indian Adult Education 
Association's activities are given and frequent 
reference is made to Unesco and its programme. 
73. Shiksha. Lucknow, 1948- Quarterly. 
Considers various aspects of education from 
kindergarten to university level. Each issue 
contains about 30 articles (approximately 180 
pages) in English or in Hindi (the majority are in 
English). Many issues are devoted to a single 
topic such as language teaching, teachers and 
teaching, reading, teaching of English. 

Book reviews are given, mainly of Indian 
educational publications. 


INDONESIA 


74. Pewarta. Djakarta. Monthly. 

This is the official periodical of the Indonesian 
Ministry of Education. In addition to articles on 
education in Indonesia, some information on j 
cuitural activities is included.
